Between 10 a.m. and 1 p.m. on 6 December, type-30 planes 
practiced flying. There was a cloud base of about 1-5QQ »eters 
and visibility was good. The planes usually took ofr individually 
sometimes at intervals of about 1 minute and flew for about 10 
m-tnnt-.pq . Thp intervals between the flights lasted about 20 minutes.
